RECORD  U.S.  SPICE 
IMPORTS  IN  1971 


Summary 

U.S.  imports  of  specified  condiments  and  flavoring  materials  in  1971  amounted 
to  a record  296  million  pounds  valued  at  $8l  million,  up  from  1970  imports 
of  273  million  pounds  valued  at  $78  million.  Imports  of  mustard  seed, 
cassia,  and  black  pepper  were  up  considerably  from  a year  earlier  in  both 
volume  and  value.  Capsicum  pepper  imports  also  were  larger.  However, 
paprika  shipments  were  down. 

Vanilla  bean  imports  were  lower,  falling  from  2.2  million  pounds  valued  at 
$10.4  million  in  1970  to  1.9  million  pounds  valued  at  $8.4  million  in  1971* 
The  temporary  U.S.  import  surcharge  in  effect  last  fall  was  attributed 
partly  to  the  smaller  vanilla  imports,  as  vanilla,  shipments  were  being  hit 
with  a levy  of  30  cents  per  pound,  compared  with  a previous  import  duty  of 
only  1 cent  per  pound. 

Reflecting  larger  world  pepper  production,  black  pepper  prices  eased  some- 
what in  1971  from  the  unusually  high  levels  prevailing  in  the  preceding  year. 
However,  because  of  smaller  availabilities  of  white  pepper,  white  pepper 
prices  moved  higher  in  1971*  mostly  in  the  second  half  of  the  year.

World  Trade  of  Specified  Spices 


Pepper  — World  exports  of  black  and  white  pepper  (Piper  nigrum  L.)  in  1970 
fell  sharply  to  only  130  million  pounds  from  180  million  in  1969*  An  unusually 
poor  Indonesian  crop,  resulting  in  exports  of  only  5*4  million  pounds,  com- 
pared with  33*7  million  in  1969,  largely  was  responsible  for  the  drop.  Ship- 
ments from  Sarawak,  Brazil,  and  the  Malagasy  Republic  also  were  lower  in  1970. 
However,  India’s  exports  were  up  by  13  percent  over  a year  earlier.  Prelim- 
inary data  indicate  that  world  pepper  exports  were  higher  in  1971>  largely 
because  of  a recovery  in  Indonesian  shipments. 

Reflecting  larger  supplies,  world  pepper  prices  eased  somewhat  in  1971  from 
the  unusually  high  levels  prevailing  in  1970.  New  York  "spot"  prices  of 
Indonesian  "Lampong"  black  pepper  averaged  about  49.8  cents  per  pound  in  1971> 
down  from  an  average  of  57*1  cents  in  1970.  Although  black  pepper  prices 
were  lower  in  1971*  "they  still  remained  well  above  the  levels  of  1969  when 
prices  averaged  40.5  cents  and  1968  when  prices  averaged  32.6  cents  per  pound. 

Indian  "Malabar"  black  pepper  prices  also  fell  in  1971  to  an  average  of  51*9 
cents,  compared  with  57*1  cents  per  pound  in  1970.  However,  responding  to 
strong  U.S.  demand,  prices  for  Brazilian  pepper  increased  slightly  to  '+3.8 
cents  from  42.5  cents  per  pound  in  1970. 

White  pepper  prices  rose  by  9 cents  per  pound  to  an  annual  average  of  58.4 
cents  in  1971>  compared  with  49.4  cents  in  1970  because  of  smaller 
availabilities . 

According  to  provisional  data,  Indonesian  pepper  exports  in  1971  totaled 
approximately  37  million  pounds,  compared  with  only  5*4  million  in  1970. 
Indonesian  pepper  production  during  the  past  3 years  has  been  well  below 
average  because  of  poor  weather  and  pepper  disease  problems. 

India's  pepper  exports  in  1970  amounted  to  43 . 3 million  pounds,  up  from  1969 
shipments  of  38.4  million.  Exports  during  1971  are  estimated  to  have  been 
below  the  level  of  the  preceding  year,  reflecting  larger  shipments  by 
Indonesia,  as  well  as  high  domestic  prices  and  a smaller  1970-71  crop.  India's 
1971~72  (November-October)  crop  is  estimated  at  about  75  million  pounds,  up 
from  the  1970-71  harvest  of  63  million  pounds. 

Sarawak's  exports  in  1970  fell  l6  percent  under  the  record  64.1  million 
pounds  shipped  in  the  previous  year.  However,  export  performance  for  the 
first  7 months  of  1971  indicates  that  1971  exports  will  be  larger.  Shipments 
during  the  January-July  1971  period  amounted  to  35*4  million  pounds, 
compared  with  28  million  for  the  corresponding  1970  period. 

Pepper  exports  by  the  Malagasy  Republic  in  1970,  at  4.8  million  pounds,  were 
off  from  the  record  1969  exports  of  7*6  million.  Shipments  during  the  first 
9 months  of  1971  totaled  2.6  million  pounds,  compared  with  2.9  million  for 
the  corresponding  1970  period. 
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Brazil's  exports  in  1970  also  were  lower,  dropping  to  19*9  million  pounds 
from  the  record  1969  level  of  32  million.  Exports  for  the  first  6 months 
of  1971  have  amounted  to  17  million  pounds. 

In  February  1971*  a group  of  major  pepper  producing  countries — India, 
Indonesia,  and  Malaysia- -agreed  to  establish  a "Pepper  Community, " with 
membership  open  to  other  pepper  producing  countries.  As  stated,  the  main 
objectives  of  the  Pepper  Community  were  to  coodinate  and  exchange  information 
on  agronomic  research;  develop  markets;  conduct  research  for  new  uses  of 
pepper;  review  developments  of  the  pepper  economy;  and  improve  statistical 
data  for  pepper. 

In  August  1971>  a meeting  of  the  three  member  nations  of  the  Community  was 
held  in  Bangkok,  Thailand.  The  salient  point  of  this  meeting  was  that  a 
study  of  the  pepper  market  in  the  developed  countries  is  necessary.  A study 
tour  by  representatives  of  the  producing  countries  to  the  main  consuming 
nations,  possibly  to  be  financed  by  the  United  Nations  Development  Programs 
(UNDP),  was  proposed.  It  was  also  felt  that  the  United  Nations  FAO 
Committee  on  Commodity  Problems  (CCP)  should  assist  the  Community  by  under- 
taking a study  in  depth  of  the  world  pepper  economy,  with  emphasis  on  the 
market  in  the  developed  countries.  The  members  also  expressed  the  view  that 
an  FAO  Study  Group  on  pepper  is  essential  in  order  to  have  a continuous  and 
sustained  collaboration  between  producers  and  consumers. 

At  the  Forty-Sixth  Session  of  the  CCP  in  October  1971*  it  was  decided  that 
the  FAO  Secretariat  would  prepare  further  studies  on  pepper  and  a meeting 
on  pepper  would  be  held  at  the  next  session  of  the  CCP  in  1972.  This 
meeting  would  consider  among  other  things  the  need  for,  and  advisability  of, 
further  international  action,  including  the  possibility  of  establishing  a 
study  group  on  pepper. 

Vanilla  — Vanilla  exports  by  the  Malagasy  Republic  in  1970  totaled  a record 
2.66  million  pounds,  and  were  up  by  11  percent  over  a year  earlier.  Ship- 
ments to  the  United  States  amounted  to  1.66  million  pounds,  with  France 
taking  613,300  pounds  and  West  Germany,  297,600.  Preliminary  data  indicate 
that  the  Republic's  vanilla  exports  were  lower  in  1971 • Shipments  during 
the  first  9 months  totaled  1.27  million  pounds,  down  27  percent  from  the 
corresponding  1970  period  when  exports  amounted  to  1.74  million  pounds. 

Indonesia's  1970  vanilla  exports  rose  sharply  to  461,000  pounds  from  only 
33,000  the  year  before.  Mexico's  exports  were  up  slightly,  but  shipments 
from  most  other  vanilla  producers  were  down  during  1970.  New  York  spot 
prices  for  "Bourbon"  vanilla  beans  in  March  1972  ranged  between  $5*60  and 
$5*70  per  pound,  and  remained  unchanged  from  quotations  of  a year  earlier.

Under  the  final  stage  of  the  "Kennedy  Round"  tariff  reductions,  vanilla  bean 
imports  into  the  United  States  became  free  of  duty  as  of  January  1,  1972. 

When  the  temporary  U.S.  import  surcharge  was  in  effect  last  fall,  vanilla 
imports  were  subject  to  a levy  of  30  cents  per  pound,  compared  to  a 1 cent- 
per-pound  duty  charged  previously. 

Cloves  — According  to  reports  from  the  Malagasy  Republic,  the  1971“72  clove 
crop  has  been  hurt  by  both  a drought  and  a cyclone.  Reflecting  the  possi- 
bility of  reduced  supplies  from  this  area.  New  York  spot  prices  for  Malagasy 
cloves  have  been  undergoing  a firming  trend  since  last  fall.  Prices  are 
being  quoted  at  around  $1.75  per  pound  as  of  early  March,  compared  with 
September  1971  prices  of  $1.55  per  pound. 

World  clove  exports  in  1970  still  remained  below  average,  despite  a 20  percent 
rise  over  the  unusually  low  1969  level.  Exports  from  the  Malagasy  Republic 
recovered  from  the  low  1969  volume  of  only  2.1  million  pounds  to  11.6  million 
in  1970.  Exports  during  the  first  9 months  of  1971  have  totaled  13.2  million 
pounds,  compared  with  7*9  million  during  the  similar  1970  period.  Exports 
from  Tanzania  in  1970  totaled  10. 5 million  pounds,  down  sharply  from  ship- 
ments of  16.2  million  a year  earlier. 

Allspice  (Pimento) --In  response  to  continuing  tight  supplies,  pimento  prices 
strengthened  during  1971*  New  York  spot  "Jamaican"  prices  rose  from  95  cents 
per  pound  in  January  to  nearly  $1.05  per  pound  by  the  end  of  the  year.  Prices 
continued  to  move  upward  in  the  early  months  of  1972,  and  were  being  quoted 
at  about  $1.07  per  pound  as  of  early  March. 

Jamaica's  1970  pimento  crop  was  up  over  the  poor  harvest  of  the  previous 
year,  but  still  remained  well  below  average.  The  1970  crop  amounted  to 
3.7  million  pounds,  compared  with  1969  production  of  2.2  million,  and 
9.2  million  in  1968. 

Cassia  and  Cinnamon  --  Cassia  prices  have  been  trending  down,  reflecting 
larger  availabilities  of  supplies,  particularly  with  the  easing  of  the 
trade  ban  with  Mainland  China,  which  now  allows  entry  of  material  from  that 
source.  Approximate  New  York  spot  cassia  quotations  on  a per-pound  basis, 
as  of  early  March,  are  as  follows  with  a-year-ago  prices  in  parentheses: 
Indonesian  Padang  "A"  $1.15  ($1.^0),  "B"  $1.00  ($1.30),  "C"  $0.75  ($0.90); 
Indonesian  Korintji  "A"  $1.28  ($1.1+0),  "B"  $1.10  ($£.35),  "C"  $0.90  ($1.20). 
Quotations  for  Mainland  China's  material  as  of  March  1972  range  between 
76  and  93  cents  per  pound. 

U.S.  imports  of  cassia  in  1971  were  double  those  of  the  previous  year,  rising 
to  9*6  million  pounds  valued  at  $5.8  million.  Indonesia  still  remained  the 
largest  supplier  with  5*^  million  pounds,  and  Mainland  China  was  second, 
with  shipments  totaling  2.2  million  pounds  valued  at  $1.3  million. 
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U.S.  imports  of  cinnamon  in  1971  also  were  higher,  totaling  7.9  million 
pounds  valued  at  $1.4  million.  Seychelles  was  the  largest  supplier, 
followed  by  the  Malagasy  Republic,  which,  in  recent  years,  has  become  an 
important  exporter  of  cinnamon.  New  York  spot  prices  for  Seychelles 
cinnamon  in  1971  averaged  about  35*4  cents  per  pound,  up  slightly  over  the 
1970  average  of  33*5  cents,  but  still  well  below  the  high  1969  level  of 
47.5  cents  per  pound. 

The  U.S.  Market  for  Spices  \J 

The  United  States  is  the  world’s  largest  importer  and  consumer  of  spices, 
herbs,  and  aromatic  seeds  used  to  season  food  products.  Consumption  of 
these  items  is  still  undergoing  an  expasionary  trend  in  the  United  States, 
rising  about  77  percent  in  the  past  decade.  U.S.  per  capita  consumption 
of  spices  over  the  decade  of  the  sixties,  has  increased  from  l8.4  to  28.8 
ounces.  Both  imports  and  domestic  production  of  spices  have  shared  in  the 
expansion  of  U.S.  consumption. 

The  continuing  growth  in  U.S.  spice  usage  is  attributed  to  several  factors. 
These  include  high  income  levels,  increasing  population,  a growing  demand 
for  "convenience"  food  items  and  changing  consumer  tastes.  Also,  the 
increased  popularity  of  dietary  foods  have  added  to  demand,  as  the  addition 
of  spices  often  makes  them  more  palatable  for  the  consumer.  Food  manufac- 
turers  and  processors  also  are  beginning  to  realize  that  traditional  foods 
and  sauces  can  be  spiced  more  heavily  in  the  interest  of  nonconformity  to 
make  them  different  from  competitive  brands. 

One  spice  that  has  experienced  a rather  sharp  increase  in  demand  in  recent 
years  has  been  oregano,  which  has  become  well  known  for  its  use  in  flavoring 
pizza.  Imports  of  oregano  amounted  to  an  average  of  only  1.7  million 
pounds  during  1955"59>  increasing  to  4.7  million  by  1970. 

Most  U.S.  spice  requirements  are  met  through  imports.  However,  some  spices 
that  are  produced  in  commercial  quantities  in  the  United  States  which 
supplement  imports  are-capsicum  peppers,  paprika,  mustard  seed,  dill, 
fennel,  basil,  mint  leaves,  parsley,  sage,  sesame  seed,  tarragon,  marjoram, 
and  fenugreek  seed. 

Total  U.S.  imports  of  condiments  (including  vanilla  beans)  during  1971 
amounted  to  a record  296  million  pounds,  valued  at  $80.9  million,  and

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were  well  above  the  1965  level  of  201  million  pounds,  valued  at  $60.8 
million.  On  a poundage  basis,  mustard  seed,  black  pepper,  and  sesame 
seed  are  the  leaders.  However,  value-wise,  black  pepper,  vanilla  beans, 
and  sesame  seed  are  the  most  important.  Mustard  seed  imports  have  increased 
dramatically  in  recent  years,  primarily  reflecting  declining  domestic 
production.  Mustard  seed  imports  averaged  about  29  million  pounds  in 
1960-67,  rising  to  95  million  in  1971 • 

Although  spices  are  brought  in  through  many  of  the  major  U.S.  ports. 

New  York  is  by  far  the  largest  port  of  entry.  The  ports  of  Baltimore  and 
San  Francisco  also  are  important.  All  imports  of  spices  into  the  United 
States  are  subject  to  the  sanitary  regulations  of  the  U.S.  Food  and  Drug 
Administration  as  contained  in  the  Food,  Drug  and  Cosmetic  Act,  and  should 
be  in  conformity  with  the  American  Spice  Trade  Association’s  (ASTA) 
cleanliness  specifications.  A certificate  of  analysis  issued  by  a 
laboratory  approved  by  ASTA  also  is  required. 

As  a rule,  no  food  manufacturer  imports  or  grinds  his  own  spices.  Manu- 
facturers usually  buy  from  spice  grinders  as  they  not  only  have  the 
experience  needed  to  assure  a continuing  supply  of  quality  material  at 
reasonable  prices,  but  they  also  perform  added  services  such  as  maintaining 
close  quality  control  on  shipments,  a.nd  blending  spices  to  manufacturers’ 
specifications . 

Spices  generally  are  imported  in  their  unground  form  to  conserve  the  volatile 
oil  content  which  provides  their  flavoring  power  and  to  better  exercise 
sanitation  and  quality  control. 

Spices  are  used  whole,  ground,  or  as  essential  oils.  The  essential  oils  and 
oleoresins  of  spices  usually  are  made  by  extracting  volatile  oils  by  pressing, 
steam  distillation,  or  solvent  extraction.  It  is  contended  that  extracts 
offer  certain  advantages  over  the  natural  ground  spice,  such  as  consistency 
of  quality,  freedom  from  micro-organisms,  uniform  dispersion  in  the  product, 
and  easy  handling  and  storage.  However,  some  food  processors  are  concerned 
about  their  use  of  the  extracts  because  of  the  compatibility  of  the 
extracts  with  their  existing  recipes  and  production  processes.  In  this 
respect,  a good  deal  of  experimentation  is  being  undertaken,  and  there  appears 
to  be  a trend  towards  increased  use  of  spice  extracts  in  certain  areas  of 
the  food  industry. 

U»S.  imports  of  essential  oils  derived  from  spices  were  estimated  to  be 
around  $3  million  in  1970.  Clove  oil  alone  accounted  for  $1  million,  and 
nutmeg  oil  $679*000.  The  remainder  is  comprised  of  essential  oils  of 
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cinnamon,  cassia.,  thyme,  origanum,  caraway,  and  anise.  Import  data  for  other 
spice  essential  oils  and  oleoresins  are  not  classified  separately  in  U.S. 
trade  data,  and  thus  no  estimates  of  the  magnitude  are  possible. 

As  for  spice  use  in  the  United  States,  retailers  or  consumers  are  estimated 
to  account  for  approximately  one-half  of  the  total.  Industry  which  consists 
of  food  manufacturers,  accounts  for  between  25  and  30  percent;  and 
institutions  (restaur-ants,  hospitals,  schools),  20  to  25  percent.  However, 
an  increasing  share  is  being  captured  by  industry  and  institutions,  while 
the  retail  or  consumer  share  is  declining. 


Institutional  usage  is  the  fastest  growing  segment  of  the  spice  business, 
primarily  reflecting  the  popularity  of  "convenience"  foods  and  the  increasing 
number  of  people  eating  out,  especially  as  the  result  of  the  proliferation 
of  the  restaurant  field  by  the  quick  service  "hamburger"  and  "sandwich-type" 
establishments . 

U.S.  retail  sales  of  spices  in  1968  were  estimated  to  be  in  excess  of  $220 
million,  an  increase  of  52  percent  over  1957  sales  of  $1^5  million. 
Convenience  seasonings  (which  are  blends  of  spices),  changing  consumer 
tastes,  and  more  attractive  packaging,  have  been  the  main  factors  influencing 
demand  at  the  retail  level. 


The  most  important  spice  consumed  in  the  United  States  is  pepper.  Annual  use 
is  now  estimated  to  be  in  the  area  of  50  million  pounds.  Black  pepper  is 
the  only  spice  that  is  believed  to  be  utilized  in  100  percent  of  U.S.  homes. 
Other  spices  that  are  found  to  be  used  in  a high  percentage  of  U.S.  homes  are 
cinnamon,  nutmeg,  cloves,  mustard,  pimento  (allspice),  and  ginger.  Vanilla 
also  is  widely  used,  especially  in  ice-cream  mixes,  which  is  by  far  the 
largest  use  of  the  flavor.  Sesame  and  poppy  seeds  also  are  commonly  found  in 
bakery  products. 

Of  the  total  volume  of  pepper  consumed  in  the  United  States,  one-half  goes 
into  retail  sales  for  home  consumption,  and  the  balance  to  food  processors 
and  institutional  users.  It  is  estimated  that  only  10  to  20  percent  of 
spices  other  than  pepper  go  to  the  retail  area.  The  remainder  goes  to 
industrial  users,  where  they  are  widely  used  in  making  spice  essential  oils 
and  oleoresins  for  flavoring  food  products.
